Assembly Orders The 


Garey Measure To A 


Third Reading 


The state 
board of 
education 


forces suffered a crushing defeat 
today -when the Garey bill, .finally 
brought to a vote, -was ordered to a 
third reading by a vote of 49 to 32. 
This "was the crucial vote on 
the 


measure. 


The assembly thus reversed its 


action of two weeks a"-o when by a 
margin of one vote it declined to 
concur in the measure. 


The vole was taken after Speak- 


er Dahl had ruled out tha 
Millar 


substitute amendment proposing a 
substitute board to supervise 
all 


teacher training activities. Speaker 
Dahl 
held 
that the ' substitute 


amendment introduced on "Wednes- 
day was not germane to the bill. 


Efforts to amend the bill or de- 


fer consideration on it were defeat- 
ed. Assemblyman Prescott of Mil- 
waukee, attempted to have it ta- 
bled, but his motion lost by an over- 
whelming: viva voce vote. Assem- 
blyman Perry of Milwaukee 
sub- 


mitted an amendment making 
the 


d.ite on which the bill shall take ef- 
fect July 1, 1925, instead of July 
1, 1D23. This was rejected on mo- 
tion of Assemblyman Tuffley, 51 to 
30. 


Many assemblyman took the floor 


during the haur and a half debate 
on the bill, and charges of political 
maneuvering were. numrous. 


Assemblyman Vincent of Keno- 


sha declared that 
"the 
bill was 


nothing but politics, and the rotten- 
est Wisconsin ever witnessed."' 


Assemblyman Sachtjen led the 


fight .for the Garey bill and gave a 
number of statistics to disprove the 
;vgument that the board has been 
an agency for economy. JVlr. Sacht- 
jen contended that two years ago 
and this year the recommendations 
of the state board were larger than 
were finally accepted by the legis- 
lature and the governor. 


The next vote will be on final 


passage. It is not believed that the 
friends of the state board can over- 
come the lead shown by the friends 
of the Garey bill this morning. The 
bill cannot be amended 
when 
it 


comes up for final passage.

bubonic plague. 
Cancer, heart di- 


sease, pneumonia, and Bright's_ di- 
sease were named as the principal 
causes of death today. The .increase 
in cancer deaths is due to the 


lengthening of the span of • life, as 
more people' now live to attain mid- 
dle age, the age most susceptible to 
this disease, than ever before. 
"The percentage of deaths _ oc- 
curring du.rfng the.first year of .life 
is greater than for any one year 
under ninety.

Eighty- 
five per cent of each dollar of revenue col- 
lected goes for militarism and that is fifty 
per cent too much. Our money might better 
be used for education and 'missionary work. 


I believe that 90 per cent of Progressive 


farm women and men voters of Wisconsin 
favor law and order and voted for progressive 
candidates believing that our laws would be 
strictly upheld and enforced and are s-orely 
disappointed in the result. The Sachtjen meas- 
ure which recently passed the assembly is a 
step backward.
